REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A batch 
process for water content material which includes the calibration, with a gas, of the 
entire system prior to determining the water content is not found in the prior art. 

2. The closest prior art of record is to Fabinski which uses a calibration cuvette for 
calibrating the detection distance and the sample, which is different than sending an 
entire calibration gas through the system and/or apparatus. As applicant pointed out, 
the calibration cuvette in the optical path is used to setting the amplifier characteristics, 
not flowing the calibration gas throughout the entire apparatus, to take into account the 
'aging' of the catalyst and the system as whole. This helps also for setting zero point 
for the detector. 

3. Furthermore, Fabinski uses a calibration liquid, not a calibration gas as used in 
the instant claimed. If a calibration liquid was sent through the entire apparatus, this 
may risk ruining or corrupting or aging the apparatus prematurely.
